The board first met with Town Treasurer Naida 
Parker and Sergeant William Chamberlain of the Roches- 
ter Police Department to discuss the town's options for 
offering direct deposit to employees.

At 7:05 pm the board met with Reg Foster of the 
Marion Cable Committee and Vincent Ryan of the Roches- 
ter Cable Committee to discuss the status of the Tri-Town 
Cable Corporation and TV studio operations at ORR High 
School. 

According to Mr. Foster, he understood that this 
week's planned Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting was slated 
to be cancelled in lieu of a Cable Subcommittee meeting 
so they could move forward on a planned June 1 move 
into the ORR studio. "Mattapoisett is requesting that the 
Tri-Town Cable Subcommittee meet first, before the next 
Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting," Mr. Foster said. 

'T would question the logic of postponing the Tri- 
Town Selectmen's meeting for that reason," Chairman 
Laboa said. 

Mr. Foster advised that Comcast had agreed to 
finally move the equipment from the Route 6 studio in 
Marion to ORR on June 1 and they have five volunteers 
coming in to assist with the move. 

"I think it would be great to stay on track with 
that," Mr. Foster said. "The other action item is the 
equipment list. There are 152 items on there, but we came 
down to one tape deck that both (Wareham) and we want. 
Comcast needs a resolution from all four boards before 
they can release title to all this equipment to the towns." 

The other sticking point, according to Mr. Foster, 
seems to be offering continued, uninterrupted public and 
government access service to the towns — particularly 
Marion — both during and after the transition.

"I think the Public Access Corporation will move 
along, but I think our most important issue for the sum- 
mer is: 'who will be running the show for the summer?'" 
Mr. Foster asked. 'Tve included a list of all the summer 
programming that is scheduled. From Rochester's point 
of view, it's probably the least crucial. Personally, because 
Marion has been very active in using the facility, it's in the 
public interest to maintain at least the status quo that we 
have now while we take the time to really think through 
the best way to do this." 

Mr. Foster said this will be a point of discussion 
for the planned Cable Subcommittee meeting this week. 
"If we bring someone in that's sort of the interim studio 
manager, we can provide the government and public 
access at the same level," he said. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with members of the 
Rochester Land Trust to discuss the possible purchase of 
about 33 acres of property owned by Scott Ashworth. 
According to Susan Peterson, the Land Trust has made a 
concerted effort to buy similar properties which are taken 
out of Chapter 61A, but this one would be ideal for 
several reasons. 

"One option is to buy the land for $1.3 or $1.4 
million," Ms. Peterson said. "The second option is to ... 
rezone it as a 'horse lot' ... with permanently protected 
open space and then resell it. The third option is to 
partner with the town, preserve a large portion of it, and 
do some moderate housing development on the remain- 
ing part. Rochester has a very small number of affordable

units, so as a community we can have a win-win situation 
by providing affordable units and preserving open 
space/' 

Chairman Laboa expressed concern over being 
able to come up with a plan — and convince Town 
Meeting voters to fund the purchase — within the narrow 
120-day period before their "right of first refusal'' expires. 

"YouTl be talking about going to Town Meeting ... 
before August 4 because that's the runout date for the 
(option to buy)," Mr. Huntoon added. 

'If we can protect the back portion of this (prop- 
erty) ... it's a start," said Norene Hartley. 

"The only downside I can see is to the landowner, 
because it's going to take time," Chairman Laboa said.

"We should set some time frame now so we're not 
getting to August 4 and come up with nothing," Select- 
man Morse said. 

With that, the board charged Ms. Peterson, 
Richard Cutler and Town Planner Randall Kunz to work 
on a plan to present to Town Meeting voters within the 
next two weeks. 

The board met with Building Inspector Robert 
Francis at 8:00 pm to go over his priority office supply list 
for the Town Hall Annex. According to Mr. Huntoon, 
$13,000 has already been committed to date — which 
includes the phone system, alarm system, and utility 
work. That leaves about $17,000 out of their allotted 
$30,000 budget. 

Mr. Francis' priority list totaled $8,882.80, so they 
were confident he could proceed with ordering these 
"must have" items in preparation for the move. 

"We're probably not going to be in there next 
week, so we may have saved a whole month's rent," 
Selectman Morse added. 

Under correspondence, the board received a letter 
from Dan McGaffey, President of the Pierceville Neighbor- 
hood Association (PNA), questioning the recent appoint- 
ment of Attorney Pat Costello as Special Counsel to the 
Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) in the matter of the 
Lorusso project.

standing that appointment of counsel may only be 
achieved by a vote of the (Selectmen)/' 

"I don't believe it's necessary for the Board of 
Selectmen to take a special vote to appoint counsel for a 
town board or committee/' Chairman Laboa said. "The 
Selectmen vote (to hire) Town Counsel, but we've had 
special counsel in the past, which doesn't require a vote of 
(this board)." 

Mr. Huntoon said that in his role as Chief Pro- 
curement Officer for the town, he may assign Special 
Counsel, as needed, under Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter SOB. "I've done it on previous occassions ... 
(when former Town Treasurer) John Hall wanted a 
counsel for tax takings we used Attorney Costello. That 
didn't require a vote of the Board of Selectmen. It's sort of 
been a practice, but I don't think it's anything that's 
disallowed under (town) by-laws. (Attorney Costello) did 
concur with (Town Counsel) Dan Perry ... so I don't know 
what the issue is." 

But Selectman Richard Nunes maintained that the 
ZBA does not have the authority to hire Special Counsel 
under the town's Zoning By-Laws, and he felt the hiring 
of any legal counsel should come beforfe the Board of 
Selectmen. "In this case, the Board of Selectmen did not 
vote to authorize the Town Administrator to hire legal 
counsel for the ZBA," he read from a prepared statement. 
"As a result, I am concerned that the town did not law- 
fully appoint legal counsel."

star Wars Episode HI: Revenge of the Sitk Starring Ewan McGregor, 
Natalie Portman and Hayden Christensen. Directed by George 
Lucas. Running time: 146 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

And so it ends where it began. Star Wars Episode III: Revenge of 
the Sith is meant to close the loop, to explain how a once-virtuous 
and powerful Jedi Knight named Anakin Skywalker (Hayden 
Christensen) became the heavy-breathing, basso-profundo Darth 
Vader, destroyer of worlds. Does it? Structurally, it does practically 
nothing else; both rushed and overlong, the movie is as packed as 
were the theaters playing it last weekend. Emotionally, though, 
George Lucas' latest folly reads at zero. Anakin's turn towards the 
Dark Side of the Force is supposed to be driven by fear and loathing, 
but since the character is so amateurishly written and played, he's 
little but a cautionary stick figure. The effect, not only of this film but 
of the previous two, has been to rob one of cinema's most iconic 
villains of his mystery. 

Sith, like Lucas' other effects-laden returns to the lucrative S^ar 
Wars well, is a pinwheel in frantic motion, except for the dialogue 
scenes, which stop everything dead. And those are the scenes 
meant to give this saga thematic weight and resonance, to create a 
plausible path from light to darkness for a young, impulsive hero 
terrified of losing his pregnant wife Padme (Natalie Portman). It's 
pretty clear that Anakin's mind is being controlled by a two-faced 
agent of the Sith — the anti-Jedis who are seduced by the forcible 
aspect of the Force. That would explain some of Anakin's behavior, 
but it works only on paper. Given a hundred years of cinema 
language with which to make us feel Anakin's turn, to make us 
experience his dread and suffering, Lucas decides instead to play in 
the sandbox of the future. He gives us lots of twinkly CGI light 
shows, most of which are so cluttered and hyper-edited we don't 
know where to look. 

The story of Sith really should' ve been spread out over the 
previous two movies; we didn't need to pick up Anakin as an 
insufferable little boy winning pod races. Most of the point of these 
three prequels is shoehorned into this last film, yet often Lucas even 
loses the basic thread. Time better spent fleshing out Anakin's 




character is frittered away on gee-whiz fight scenes — Obi- Wan 
Kenobi (Ewan McGregor) against the new character General Griev- 
ous, a clanking, wheezing precursor of Vader — and fan-pleasing 
excursions to the planet of the Wookiees, just so Lucas can bring 
Chewbacca back again. I'm not saying the movie needed to enter 
the brooding territory of Ingmar Bergman; The Empire Strikes Back 
managed shifts in tone and consciousness without sacrificing its 
popcorn thrills. Maybe Lucas needs all these fancy distractions so 
that he won't have to look too closely at the Vader-as-Lucas subtext 
that, by this point in the saga, is all but unavoidable. 

Fans will project 28 years of their own longings onto the finale, 
which pits Obi-Wan against his former apprentice Anakin on a 
planet seemingly made of lava. But even here, Lucas succumbs to 
effects addiction and robs the duel of any humanity. The sight of a 
lava-ravaged Anakin, flesh ruined and soul consumed by rage, 
may produce a slight /rzsson — you're watching the birth of a 
monster. (One wonders, though, why Obi- Wan wouldn't have 
simply mercy-killed him, rather than leaving him to die in agony — 
or, as it turns out, to be rescued and given the familiar black metal 
raiment of Vader.) But perhaps all of this should have remained in 
the imaginations of the fans, who probably wouldn't have dreamed 
up such ghastly dialogue, or such annoyances as Jar Jar Binks (who, 
thankfully, is reduced to a two-shot, no-lines cameo here). 

I couldn't spot him, but Lucas is rumored to be in the movie 
himself, as a character named Baron Papanoida. Father of the 
nerds? Paranoid pap? It's no small irony that a California geek who 
probably got stuffed into his share of lockers now commands the 
biggest franchise in the galaxy. Sith, which broke all kinds of box- 
office records, confirms his grip on the dreams of people world- 
wide. I suppose I can be forgiven for hoping that this final panel of 
the saga represents the release of Emperor Papanoid's grip, and 
that we can return to movies that don't have to be blockbusters, 
adventures that don't have to be aggressively hectic, and fantasies 
that don't have to be seemingly written for, and by, slow children.
